NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


Lord Salisbury told the citizens of London last Monday that “the 
world contlict of the future” would centre in a new struggle between Free 
Trade and Protection. To a community so largely composed of 
mercantile men as the Jews, this announcement is of no little importance’ 
But it is not only in their capacity of merchants that the Jews are interested 
in the economic controversy. It is little known, but it is nevertheless a fact, 
that the fortunes of the Hebrew people constituted a material factor in the 
early progress of Free Trade in Europe. We are not now thinking of the 
works of David Ricardo, although it is worth remembering that the greatest 
name after Adam Smith in the straggle for an enlightened economic system 
finds its birth-record in the Jewish registers at Bevis Marks. What we 
have in view is the fight which Jewish commerce sustained throughout the 
middle age against that more rigorous form of Protection, which in England 
was represented by the Navigation and Alien laws. The Jews, as perpetual 
and universal aliens—perpetud inimici regis et religionis—were everywhere 
a thorn in the side of this Protective system, and everywhere compelled modi- 
fications of it, which must have gone a long way towards impressing its 
inefficacy on thinking minds. Signs are not wanting, even to-day, that if 
the Jews had a country of their own, the anti-alien feeling, which stil! survives 
in the United States and which has’ found champions in England, 
would occupy a far stronger position than it does, The status, 
for example, of a Roumanian Jew, who is an alien in every country on 
the face of the earth, is a final and triumphant illustration of the absurdity of 
this extreme form of Protection. And this was the position of ail the Jews of 
the middle ages. It compelled a soi-disant economic doctrine to show itself 
in its native garb of persecution, and in this way hastened its downfall. 


The most striking illustration of the operation of the Jewish factor in the 
progress of Free Trade is afforded by the resettlement of the Jews in England 
in 1656.° This event was an undoubted victory for Free Trade. The chapter 
in Menasseh ben Israel's petition to Cromwell in which he strives to show 
“how profitable the nation of the Jews are,” is virtually a free Trade tract; 
and its arguments that trade would increase, that raw materials would become 
more abundant and that the consumer would be benefited if the Jews were 
allowed to trade in the country on the same level with native merchants have 
a much wider application than that to which their author limited them, They 
constituted a plea for the abolition of the Navigation and Alien laws. No 
doubt this was one of the reasons why Cromwell found it inconvenient 
openly to sanction the resettlement. It is curious, however, that no sooner were 
the Jews securely settled in the country than they built up an important 
addition to the foreign trade of the country, for the protection of which 
the City of London found itself compelled to relax some of its ays 
restrictions on foreign merchants. ‘The Jewish merchants of the City 0 
London were the first alien merchants in whose behalf the protective ayeks 
which formerly reigned in the metropolis was modified. From that time =| 
causes of Jewish Emancipation and Free Trade progressed nad: ry 
The first champion of Jewish Emancipation in this country, 5it Josiah wr 
based his arguments exclusively on economic principles.

Moreover it is announced by the same journal that the appointment of Dr.

l)ryander, the best accounts are given. The Avinische Zeitung describes 
him as “ one of the most amiable preachers in the German capital, a man of 
profound piety, wide sympathies and entirely strange to fanaticism 
(Zelotenthum) of any kind. It is a curious coincidence that the very news- 
paper: which announced the fall of Herr Stocker contained long accounts of 
the great preparations made to celebrate the 80th birthday of Dr. Eduard 


Von Simson, the President of the Supreme Court of the German Empire, 
who is a Jew by birth. 


Dr. Edward von Simson is not only the most distinguished lawyer in 
Germany, but in the Parliamentary history of the Empire since 1848 he has 
played an exceedingly prominent part. Bora on November 10, 1810, at 
Kinigsberg in Prussia, he studied jurisprudence in Berlin, Bonn and Paris, 
and graduated in the University of his native town, where in 1836 he was 
appointed Professor of Roman Law. To facilitate his studies he became 
baptised. In 1848 he was elected to represent Konigsberg at the Frankfort 
National Assembly. At the first sitting he was appointed secretary, and 
within a very short time became successively Vice-President and President. 
la the latter capacity he was delegated in 1849 to offer the Imperial Crown 
to the King Frederick William IV. of Prussia. In 1860 he became 
President of the Lower House of the Prussian Diet, and it fell to him to 
leliver the official oration at the Coronation of the King William I. He 
was largely concerned in drawing up the constitutions of the North German 
Parliament, the Zoll Parliament, and the Imperial Parliament, of each of 
which he was President. On the creation in 1879 of an Imperial Supreme 
Tribunal he retired from parliamentary life in order to assume the office of 
Lord Chief Justice. When the late Emperor Frederick came to the throne 
Ur. Simson was one of three specially favoured individuals on whom the 
highest Prussian Order of the Black Eagle was conferred. ‘The other two 
were Dr. Friedberg, Minister of Justice and also a Jew by birth, and the 
impress. 


The Rev. S. Headlam made an innocent-looking proposal at the recent 
meeting of the London School Board, when the syllabus of the Biblical in- 
‘truction for the coming year was under discussion. Mr. Headlam suggested 
that the account of the Jewish year of Jubilee should be added to the selected 
passages, and that Amos should be substituted for Jeremiah. Mr. Headlam’s 
intention was quite clear ; in fact, he openly avowed it. Amos is a prophet 
whose denunciations of the oppression of the poor are vigorous and fearless. 
“Hear this word, ye Kings of Bashan, that are in the mountain of Samaria, 
who oppress the poor and crush the needy lo, the days come 
upon you when he will take you away with hooks” (iv. 1,2). Or again, 
“ For they know not to do right, saith the Lord, who store up their violence 
and robbery in their palaces ” (iii. 10). No more seathing description of the 
recklessness of materialistic and pleasure-loving men, thoughtless of all but 
their own enjoyment, bas ever been penned than that contained in the sixth 
chapter of Amos. Mr. Headlam is not the first who has turned to the Oid 
Testament for inspiration in the due regard for the poor and oppressed. The 
ure that burned in the souls of the ancient Hebrew prophets is not yet 
uenched, but will yet kindle a flame in many a heart bowed down by 
the thoughts of human misery. It is almost a pity that Mr. Headlam’s 
suggestion was rejected ; but we fear that the method of his advocacy was 
hot calculated to attain success. The School Board cannot consent to make 


itself the medium of a socialistic propaganda. Amos denounced oppression, 
aot individualism.

The evolutionary non-revolutionary Socialists, who take their name from 
abins Cunctator, and whose clever volume of ‘‘F’abian Essays” has compelled 
the attention of a distracted world, have received an accession of strength in 
the person of Mr. Louis Cohen. Following on Grant Allen’s attempt to 
show that Socialism is not in conflict with the law of “ Natural Selection,” 
the thoughtful paper, read by Mr. Cohen, before the Fabian Society, dealt 
with the possibility of Socialism providing efficiently for the industrial or- 
anisation of labour. Mr. Cohen’s business experience enabled him to 
‘pproach the question from a somewhat more practical point of view than 
‘ome of his colleagues, though there was no lack of the literary brilliance and 
Wit which are the cachet of Fabian polemics. His main contention may be 
‘ammed up briefly as follows :—At present the industrial organisation is 
‘he outcome of individual competition. In the struggle much energy must be, 
‘ud is, wasted by friction. Many businesses fail, much dead stock is produced; 
‘trikes derange, and commercial crises disorganise. Society is surely clever 
“nough to organise conscientiously production and distribution and thus 
“heck this unnecessary waste. The only difficulty arises from the question 
: ether, il you take away the present spur of individual selfishness, of ego- 
noe aspirations after wealth, sufficient motive-power would be left to work 
cleverly constructed engine of communistic organisation. Mr. Cohen 
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thought that we might confidently hope for a growth of public spirit, whether 
animated by the desire for the applause of society or by unselfish love, suffi- 
cient to set the machine a-working. The patent-medicine vendors would be 
eliminated by the Kochs, whose discoveries were freely placed before the world, 
Analysing the profits of successful businesses of to-day, Mr. Cohen showed that 
a large proportion was the reward of successful speculation, and that mere orga- 
nizing ability in itself was not so highly rewarded now as to justify the fear that 
it would not be stimulated by the diminished rewards in a Socialistic scheme. 
In response to a doubt, expressed by Mr. Zangwill, who was afraid that unless 
Socialism contented itself with industrial organization only, there would be a 
general flattening down of life and thought and art to the mould of the ideals 
of the majority, Mr. Cohen declared that there would be more of the free play 
of intellect under a Socialistic réyime than there is to-day.

The connection of Jews with modern Socialism is curious, and some 
time back afforded Mr. Israel Abrahams the material of one of his inter- 
esting lectures at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Dealing with the 
alleged similarity of the Mosaic polity to Socialism, Mr. Abrahams perti- 
nently enquired to which Socialism? There were as many Socialisms as 
Socialists. Indeed tante iru calestibus anim/’s, so numerous are the diver- 
gencies and quarrels of Socialists, that Mr. George Bernard Shaw, the editor 
of the “ Fabian Essays,” once expressed the opinion that Socialism might 
have been in force by this time, if only there had been no Socialists In so 
far as Socialism is inspired by unselfish sympathy with one’s fellows, in so 
far as it places restrictions upon the ravages of individual competition and 
softens the “ struggle for existence” by brotherly love and mutual help, in 
so far the spirit of the Mosaic Code may be considered Socialistic. Society 
has never been so given up to individual selfishness as the orthodox political 
economist and the heterodox Socialist assume. The mere existence of 
hospitals suffices to disprove such a view. When Sir William Harcourt said, 
“We are all Socialists now,” he only meant that there has been an extension in 
new directions of public sympathy and a growth of the feeling of communal 
responsibility. Where the superiority of the Mosaic Code comes in, is in 
the incarnation of this spirit into positive precepts, in the systematization of 
sympathy. The Jewish Land Laws went even farther in the direction of 
modern Socialistic ideas, though it is very doubtful whether the Jubilee 
legislation was ever more than atheory. History is silent as to any actual 
reversion of land in accordance with the prescriptions of the Pentateuch. 
Still Moses has no greater admirer than Mr.. Henry George. With regard 
to the inductive argument which would connect Judaism with Socialism 
because Karl Marx, Lassalle and other famous Socialists had Jewish blood in 
their veins, it must be pointed out, equally on grounds of induction, that 
Socialism has hardly ever been professed by orthodox Jews or even by 
reforming Jews, It has, historically, gone with a rejection of Judaism as a 
religion. ‘The same phenomenon may be observed to-day in the East End, 
where Socialism and irreligion combine in the choice Jewish spirits of the 
Berners Street Club. It is true that the Socialism of these Socialists wou!d 


probably be repudiated by the Fabians, who are nothing if not cultured and 
cautious, 


The Hon, Stuart Erskine, commenting inthe Wiir/wind on Mr. Nathan 
Joseph’s letter to the Times on the Russian Jews,which was reprinted in the last 
issue of the Jewish Chronicle, asks *“‘How,we should like to know, are ‘civilized 
Europe’ and * Christian England’ to prevent a powerful potentate, with 
the full concurrence and support of the majority of his subjects, from perse- 
cuting a rebellious and dissatisfied minority that lives by usury and prospers 
on corruption.” [t is startling irony to write that the Russian Jews live by 
usury at this moment when they are dying by hundreds from starvation, 
and to imply that they prosper on corruption, when they are anything but 
prosperous in the midst of a corrupt society conspicuously wanting in their 
own virtues of sobriety, family affection, and integrity towards those by whom 
they are well treated. Doubtless Mr. Erskine wished merely to startle us. 
The object of the Whirlwind is to make the writer notorious by his follies, 
but has he not already achieved enough of that notoriety ? It would be still 
more effective and astonishing now if he began to write sense.

THE Fike AT SALONicA.—On Friday last a final meeting of the committee of 
the Mansion House fund for the relief of the sufferers by the fire at Salonica was 
held in the Venetian Parlour. The Ex-Lord Mayor presided, and there were present 
the Rev. Dr. Adler, Mr. Emile Allatini, Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, Mr. Petrocochivo, aud 
Mr. Serena. It was reported that £3,000 had already been remitted to Salonica and 
on the motion of Dr. Adler it was resolved to forward the balance, £373 odd, with 
any further sums which might come in, to the British Consul-General (Mr. Blunt, 
C.B.), to be placed at the disposal of the local committee. The Rev. Dr. Adler said 
he had reason to know that the sums collected in the various Continental cities and 
in London had been of the most material help in relieving the distress, and personally 
he thought the London fund wes in amount as much as might have been reasonably 
expected, seeing the great number of home claims. The Lord Mayor said it was due 
to Mr. Allatini to say that he had personally collected in the City the great bulk of 


the fund. A vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor for raising the subscription was 
unanimously accorded.

THE RESIDENCE OF THE CHIEF RABBI. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


_ S$Str,-—In your issue of 17th October I ventured to submit some considera- 
tions pointing to the conclusion that it would be far wiser some compromise 
should be reached on the comparatively small question of the locality of the 
oflicial abode and private residence of our future Chief Rabbi, than that this 
question should continue to be a subject of vexed controversy, delaying the 
appointment, 

It seems obvious that if the question be fought out, instead of being com- 
promised, acute dissatisfaction will be induced in the defeated section of the 
Metropolitan Jews, quite out of proportion to the issue involved. I regret that 
your correspondent of last week seemed more concerned to recapitulate the 
occasions of his differences with those whom he criticises than to note points 
of accord. In that same speech, which inspired the complaints of your cor- 
respondent, the President of the Federation is reported to have frankly acknow- 
ledyed that, “ When the Delegate Chief Rabbi had promised to ‘reside on 
alternate Sabbaths in the East and West-End, it was looked upon as a long 
step in the direction of the consummation of the hopes of the East-End Jews 
for a return of the Chief Rabbi to their midst.” 

Surely, those who for ten years have allowed the City to remain without 
any residential delegate or representative of the Chief Rabbi, and have never 
uttered one word of protest or deprecation at the Council Board of the United 
Synagogue, will not now feel constrained to clamour for the exclusive 
presence in the East-End of the Chief Rabbi—at the risk of inte

Sin,—Knowledge and the Law, according to Malachi, are the requisites fors 
priest—which possibly means a preacher. It seems to be agreed on all hands 
that the modern minister in our Synagogues cannot preach. He can talk ; be 
can quote the Latin and Greck classics, and is well up in such subjects 
Darwinism, electricity, English poetry, and everything else except Hebrew, and 
Hebrew literature ; and it seems to puzzle a good many people to explain why 
8 OUr preachers are not capable men. Do they study Hebrew, are they learnel 
in the fundamental doctrines of Judaism ; do they read what our great comme 
tators have written ? These questions are asked because one seldom or never 
tinds Hebrew quotations. Rarely do we hear or read sermons which are essel: 
tially Jewish. Doubts thrownhere and there, pointed reference to attacks on the 
Bible ; “ scientific” explanations of our ceremonies ; but Judaism, as it Was 
taught to us in the past generation, is not taught to us now. 

Of course there is much excuse for all this. The preachers of past gener 
tions studied ; by day and night they meditated on the Law, they acquired Know 
ledge, which they applied to Religion and not to its destruction : but our preachers 
of to-day have (perhaps) no time for study ; all sorts of duties are imposed on 
them ; they have to attend meetings, to perforin “ missionary ” duty, to present

Sir,—Will you allow me to pay a tribute of affection to the memory of the 
late Dr. Joel of Breslau, whose obituary appeared in your issue of the 7th. During 
my student days at Breslau, I often had the pleasure and the privilege of being 
in his company. He was not my teacher in the technical sense of the term, but 
there is no one to whom I feel even now more deeply indebted than I do to him. 
He had a wonderful power of drawing young men to him, who listened to his 
words, and joyfully stored them up. His preaching was ouite characteristic. His 
delivery was not excellent, and his ordinary Sabbath sermons were far from being 
elaborate productions, but they were concise, simple and direct, and we never 
left the synagogue without feeling not merely pleased, but also that there were 
pearls for us to take home and treasure. I could never remember any preacher's 
sermons so well as I could his. 

In Jewish religious thought he represented the ria media. He was deeply 
attached to traditional Judaism, he loved and observed its ancient customs, but 
he still believed that Judaism was capable of development. I remember distinctly 
his uttering to me the epigram with which your article concluded. He was 
attached to the Reform section of the community, but in Breslau the two sections 
were united into one congregation, and, during the Rabbinate of Dr. Joel, the 
bitterness of party spirit was, | am certain, unknown.

FOOD FOR THE POOR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—From recent reports in your paper, and from what I have heard 
as a current topic of conversation, I gather that an attempt is likely to be 
made to add yet another to our many communal charities, by the formation of 
one to provide lodging and food, as well as other benefits, for some of our 
poor. 

This is surely not a time for multiplying our channels for charity, as the 
number of our workers is already inadequate for the task of properly super- 
intending the existing ones, and still more for that of freely providing the 
ways and means. 

It appears that the rather vast proportions of the new programme are 
likely to act as a deterrent to the Comittee of the Soup Kitchen from adding 
the proposed plans to their present operations. I would ask the leaders of the 
new movement whether it would not be expedient so to curtail their aims as to 
reduce them to a form which that Committee, fortitied by their long experience, 
could adopt as an additional department. 

As deplorable as is the present condition of our brethren in Russia, yet we 
Englishmen are bound to avoid any action which may tend to induce any im- 
moderate influx to London ; and it is therefore beholden on us to avoid just 
now the creation of anything like free shelters, or free kitchens, which might 
act as attractions to wanderers abroad. But there yet remains, I think, a great 
opportunity of doing good to a class not always best looked after, if the Soup 
Kitchen Committee were to open at a suitable spot in the East End a cook shop, 
at Which cooked kosher food could be purchased—and, if desired, consumed—at 
any hour of the day or evening, at a price which should just cover expenses, 
producing neither profit nor loss, 

It must be patent to any one who has considered the subject, that those poor 
who have barely more than a few pence with which to provide for the nourish- 
ment of awhole family, can scarcely procurethe best value fortheir money by buy- 
ing the meat, vegetables, &c., in small quantities, and having themselves to cook 
them at fires which are necessarily small in proportion to their inability to 
provide fuel even for warming their rooms. Would it not, therefore, be a truly 
kind act to organize such a co-operation on behalf of those who are unable them- 
selves to combine for the purpose of providing their daily sustenance from their 
slender means at the smallest possible cost ? 

Any initial outlay would, I am contident, be at once placed at the disposal of 
the Soup Kitchen Committee, should they appeal for it with an assurance that the 
new department was not to be an instrument for alms-giving, but was simply 
designed as an aid to the helpful.

THE DISMISSAL OF COURT CHAPLAIN DR. STOCKER. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENST. | 
NovembBer 9th, 1890. 

The resignation of Dr. Stécker, Court Chaplain, already noticed in the last 
number of the Jewish Chronirle, was immediately accepted by the Emperor, and 
this dismissal is now the subject of widespread discussion. Dr. Stocker had to go ; 
for a long time it has been clearly hinted to him from the Court, that he and 
his anti-Semitic agitation were distasteful. But he resisted giving up the 
euphonious title of Court Chaplain until the y clearly showed him that his services were 
no longer required. Whenever a preacher was wanted at or by the Court, the 
Rev. Dr. Kogel was appointed, and when the latter was prevented from ful 
filling his duties through illness, Dr. Stocker should as second minister have 
obtained his post. Yet the Emperor did not appoint him, but the Rev. Superinten- 
dent Dryander, Nay more, with regard to the approaching wedding of the Princess 
Victoria of Prussia, the Empress Frederick and her daughter, the bride, expressed 
most emphatically their wish that the ceremony should net-be conducted by Dr. 
Stocker, but by the Rev. Mr. Dryander. That surely was evidence enough, and Dr. 
Stocker understood that he must go. His dismissal has given the greatest satis- 
faction not only to Jews, but to every circle of educated Germany. Dr. Stocker 
has indeed abused his position. Instead, as Court Chaplain, of preaching love 
and concord, he sowed hatred and reaped discord, and he is most to blame for the 
Schande des Jahrhunderts (Disgrace to the Century )—anti-Semitism in Germany. 

Since 1874, Dr. Stocker has been Court Chaplain in Berlin, and since 1878 
dates the commencement of the anti-Semitic movement, which Dr. Stocker called 
into existence, and which has since been transplanted elsewhere. The Court 
Chaplain has unceasingly hets/ed (urged on) and through falsehood and calumny 
has excited the people against the Jews, and has misled many in their opinions. 
Instead of being a “ Hofkaplan,’ he has been a Hetzkaplan,” and there is-no 
doubt that he will continue agitating against the Jews. His newspaper, the 
Reichshote, contirras that statement to-day, and says that Dr. Stocker will give his 
whole energy to fulfil the aims to which he has devoted his life, and Professor 
Wagner, Dr. Stocker’s best friend, said last Friday, at a meeting of the Christlich 
Sozialen Verein, he had come there * to show that the mice had not deserted the 
ship.” But the ship has sprung a leak, the pilot has been deprived of his post and 
his dignity, and as the ehip consists of falsehood and deceit, it will be wrecked on 
Truth and on the Rock of Israel and will be utterly destroyed 

We Jews ask ourselves will Stocker’s fall bring forth a change or not in the 
anti-Semitic movement? It is to be hoped that a change for the better will take 
place, for it is a vast difference, whether Stocker speaks as Court Chaplain or as a 
private person. Now everyone will know that the Emperor and the Court do not 


share his opinions, although Stocker led the people to believe the contrary. Now 
Sticker will no longer dare publicly to call the Empress “ his dear friend.” Now 


Sticker sinks down to that level which Bockel and Liebermann von Sonnenberg 
occupy as anti-Semitic agitators. Truly a great fall! But as all those who up 
till now have tried to annihilate Judaisin, have ruined themselves, so it happens 
and will also happen to Stocker. Even as his friends hailed Stocker as a * second 
Luther,” we Jews are able to call him now in the time of his fall, a “ second 
Haman.”

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THE JEWS IN 
REQUISITION TO THE LORD MAYOR. 


PUBLIC MEETING TO BE HELD AT THE GUILDHALL. 


On Wednesday evening the Lord Mayor received a Requisition, signed by 
eighty-three signatories, asking His Lordship to convene at his earliest con- 
venience a public meeting at the Guildhall in order to give public expression of 
opinion respecting the renewed persecutions to which millions of the Jewish race 
are subjected in Russia, under the yoke of severe and exceptional edicts anid 
disabilities. The Requisition was handed to the Lord Mayor by Sir John Simon and 
Mr. Oswald J. Simon: the Rev. Dr. H. Adler and Sir H. A. Isaacs also 
had interviews with the Lord Mayor in connection with the proposed meeting. 
lt was pointed out to the Lord Mayor that while the signatories were 
exclusively Christians, the movement had the entire approval and support of the 
leading members of the Jewish community in this country. The Lord Mayor said 
he not only had creat pleasure personally in complying with so influential a 
r quisition, but he rejoiced that the movement was being taken up in quarters and 
hy persons of such varied creeds and politics. He would have much satisfaction 
in convening such a meeting at an early date, and would communicate later on 
with the deputation when he knew on what days the Guildhall was free, and 
when the convenience of most of those most interested in the matter had been 
consulted. 

The following 1s the Text of the Requisition _—— 

We, the undersigned, consider that there should be a public expression of 
opinion respecting the renewed persecutions to which millions of the Jewish race 
are subjected in Russi ® under the yoke of severe and exceptional edicts and 
disabiliti <=.

The Globe, ina sympathetic Note of the Day, says :“ The Lord M ‘yor could 
scarcely have resisted—even had he desired to do so—the appeal made to him 
yesterday by the bearers of the requisition anent the Jews in Russia. Rarely 
has such a document been enforced by signatures so distinguished and so varied’ 
The Echo of yesterday devotes its first leader to the Russo-Jewish questo; 
it says: “In the interests of justice and humanity, it is well that not only 
England, but the civilised world, should protest against the monstrous persecu 
tions of the Jews in Russia, and we are therefore glad that distinguished men 
of all parties and all creeds are uniting ina movement, which will take a pr 
tical shape in the projected City meeting.” 


We understand that within the last few days Dr. Adler, the Acting Chief 
Rabbi, has, received from Russia most distressing accounts of the continued 


oppression of the Jews in Russia, which indicate that the authorities aren 
in the least relaxing the rigorous execution of the severe restrictions recently 
put in force against the Jews. 


News which has reached the Standard from Warsaw states that two hundred 
and ninety-eight Russians, mostly from Volbynia, who had intended to emigrate 
in order to escape from the religious and political oppression under which they 
suffer, have been arrested at the railway stations, and taken back to their homes 
by force. 


A gentleman writing from Moscow says :—“ People can have no idea aes 
amount of benefit the press crusade, and in particular the 77vmes articles, ha . 
been to the Jewish population of Russia. Previous to these most of the Jews ol 
this country were driven to the verge of desperation.” 


The Philadelphia correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Monday :—The 
synagogue in Lombard Street was crowded to-day with refugees from Russia, who 
met to further the advancement of a local branch of the Jewish Alliance in 
America, whose object will be the amelioration of their Russian coreligionists by 
aiding their emigration to this country. A copy of the document in whit ft Mr, 
Blaine answers the question relating to “the enforcement of proscriptive edicts 
against the Jews in Russia,” in compliance with a resolution of the ILouse o 
tepresentatives on August 20, was exhibited at the meeting. The document con 
sists of 142 closely-printed pages comprising selections from the correspondence 
filed in the State Department, from which Mr. Blaine has only extracted such 
matter “as is not incompatible with the public interests.” The contents are widely 
at variance with the lates document from Mr. Charles Emory Smith, United States 
Minister to St.Petersburg, addressed to Mr. Blaine, and received on October 14, 
which conveyed the idea that * so far as can be ascertained,” no new measures 0° 
proscription will be directed against the Jews, The meeting at the synagog™ 
passed a resolution asking, if not incompatible with public interests, for infor 
mation concerning the enforcement of proscriptive edicts against the yom ‘ 
Russia, and whether any American citizens had on account of their religion von 
expelled or forbidden to exercise the privileges ordinarily exercised 7 Maes 
inbabitants.

THREE EXPLANATIONS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sie,—Allow me to supplement your brief report of the meeting to protest 
against the persecution of the Jews in Russia, neld on November Ist, at Mile End. 
I tegan my remarks by deprecating any attack on Dr. Adler, Mr. Montagu, Mr. 
Charrington, or any one else for the part they had taken, as they had acted strictly 
within their rights. I could wish that a longer report had appeared, as I opposed 
Nibilism and stated that Nihilism was now virtually dead in Russia, and the present 
Sete is to give time to civilised Europe, to make such representations to the 

ussian Government as will make the existence of the party no longer requisite. 
A constitutional movement will take its place, but then, as I said, the Czar must 
give assurances that no woman, like Madame Sihids, will be flogged to death; and 
that he will bring out of entombment Madame Ischebrikova, and let her return to 
Paris or England, as the smallest compensation he can make to outraged opinion,

Speaking in German on Sunday last at a meeting held in the interests 
of the Talmud Torah Classes in Spitalfields, the Rev. Dr. Adler said: 
Having just referred to the Socialists, I consider it my duty to give an explana- 
tion of what took place in connection with a meeting on Saturday last which 
had been originally announced to be held at Mr. Charrington's Great Assem- 
bly Hall, to protest against the persecution of the Jews in Russia. Whilethe meeting 
undoubtedly attracted many honourable and honoured Jews, there were many 
others there also who are only Jews in name. Now although I rejoice to “ find 
favour in the eyes of God and man,” I found no pleasure in the meeting. I assure 
youl would a thousand times rather be cursed than blessed by the Socialists—( Loud 
cheers)—rather a thousand times be groaned at by them than cheered. It is our 
sacred duty to do all that lies in our power to help our oppressed brethren in Russia 
but we must not do so with the aid of nihilists, of anarehists, of revolutionaries and 
of atheists—(Lond Cheers), The help of such men we do not require—(Cheera), 
What we want is the assistance and co-operation of right-thinking men, with whom 
loyalty to the law is a sacred obligation, and I make no distinction among such men, 
whether they be Jew or Christian. 


Speaking at a meeting held on Tuesday evening at the Congregational 
Schoolrooms, Burdett Road, Mile End, Mr. F, N. Charrington said: I may 
have been misunderstood as to the motives of my action recently, in 
refusing the uee of the Great Assembly Hall, for the meeting convened 
for the purpose of protesting against the persecution of the Jews in Russia, 
at the last moment, so it is alleged, and perhaps, to the minds of some, without 
sufficient reason, The real facts of the case are these. We at the Great Assembly 
Hall have always been very friendly with the very large Jewish community existing 
in the East End of London, and I think you will agre: with me that it is advisable 
to keep up that friendship, and to make them our friends, instead of doing anything 
that would make enemies of them. (Hear hear) Well, a deputation waited on me 
for the use of the hall a few days ago, and the secretary of the meeting represented 
not only to me but to my secretary, that they did represent the Jewish community 
in the East end of London and that it was on their behalf that they asked for the use 
of the hall. It was on these grounds—and these alone—that we at once said that we 
should be only too pleased and too happy to allow the use for that purpose, for I 
think you will agree with me that the purpose was good. But it seems that not 
only were we deceived on the question, but so al-o were others. The name of Pro- 
feasor Stuart for instance was used, with no right whatever, as having promised to 
attend the meeting. I saw Mr. John Burns this afternoon at the County Council 
and I asked him whether they had any right to use his name and he replied that they 
had no right whatever. There were also the names of Mr. Ritchie and several other 
prominent people which appeared on the bills announcing the meeting but for the 
use of which no authority at all had been given. The fact of the case is that we 
were deceived all round. I need hardly say that there is no truth in the remark 
that I refused the use of the hall for the meeting because many of those who were 
to take part in it were unbelieving Jews, It did not matter to me in the least 
whether they were believing or unbelieving. So long as they were meeting for a 
laudable object they had as much right to the use of the hall as had others. I do 
not pretend of course to go into divisions among a community to which I do 
not belong, but I do contend that I was right, when the avowed representatives of 
the Jewish people called upon me to disavow any connnection with this meeting and 
to say that the conveners had no right whatever to speak on behaif of the Jewish 
community, to refuse permission for the meeting being held in the hall. Practically 
they were endeavouring to get the hall under false pretences.—( Hear hear.) 


Concert Notes.—Madame Essipoff's third concert, given at Steinway Hall on 
the 6th inst., was, if one may venture the distinction, even more interesting than 
the preceding two. Associated at short notice with the rich tones and full sentiment 
of Mr. Johannes Wolff's violin playing, both artists with remarkable versatility dis- 
played a magnificent degree of form and refinement that greatly moved the large 
audience. Whether in concert or as soloists, both pianist and violinist afforded rare 
enjoyment to their hearers. Mr. Wolff's rendering of the well-appreciated “ Légende 
of Wieniawski” shewed him at his best, but it would be hard to specify wherein 
Madame Essipoff's great gifts were most effectively evidenced. She will be associ- 
ated with a violoncellist, Mr. Klengel, at the last concert of this series in December, 
for which occasion a most interesting programme is announced.—The cleverly varied 
programme present+d at Steinway Hall last Tuesday by the Messrs Lindo gave op- 
portunity for the exhibition of their skill in composition and execution alike. The 
talented brothers, each in bis particular province. earned warm encomiums for their 
intelligent discrimination. Mr. Frank Lindo’s rich voice and finished character- 
painting were evidenced with perhaps equal cleverness in recitations so widely di- 
vergent as Mark Antony's grand oration over Cosar and Jerome's characteristically 
humorous observations on “Babies”. His new comedietta *‘A needless Lie”, if quite 
conventional alike in its strong and its weak points, was bright and sparkling, and 
from the rendering which Mr. Lindo, associated with clever Miss Dearing gave to 
it, it should go with spirit and applause on the regular stage. Mr, Algernon Lindo 
played, as is his wont. with grace and marked intelligence. His own compositions 
were pleasantly rendered while his selections from the masters shewed technical 
ability of a high order, The next recital of the clever brothers, on December 3rd. 
will be marked by the performance of a new operetta. 


PROFESSOR JULIUS SuLzER, Conductor of the Imperial Court Orchestra in 
Vienna, and son of the famous cantor, the Jate Salomon Sulzer, is in London, and 
will give a concert at the Steinway Hall, on the 24th. Professor Sulzer’s composi- 
tions, which have been favourably received in the musical world, will form a con- 
spicuous feature in the programme, in the execution of which he will be assisted by 
several well-known artistes, including Madame Liebhart, Madame ‘Tremelli, and 
Miss Schidrowitz. Mr. Leopold de Rothschild has consented to become a patron of 
the concert, and a pleasant evening for musical amateurs may be anticipated.

DR. FRIEDLANDER’S NEW RELIGION poox

Tvrt Book of the Jewish Religion. By M. FrreptAnper, K 

Triibner & Co., Limited. London, 1890. 

This, according to the Preface, is an outline of a larger work, whi 
author has prepared on the same subject. But it contains sufficient yp 
the instrnetion of children, and thus supplies an admirable text-book. up 
the teacher may base a systematic course of lessons on religion. The materia] 
necessary for this aimpler teaching he will either supply from his own ‘tae 
ledge, or obtain from Dr. Friedlinder’s more comprehensive work, Which will 
shorly be published. The present book is arranged with reference to the standards 
of the Chief Rabbi's Code ; but Dr. Friedliinder has very wisely determined 4,

The skeleton is clothed with a goodly quantity of living flesh. * In expounding 
the meaning of the various observances in our religious life,” says the Preface, 
“it has been the aim of the author to kindle and to keep alive within the breasts 
of the younger generation feelings of love and respect for that Holy Faith. 
which is the most precious treasure their elders have to offer them.” — This aim is 
never lost sight of. Thus, speaking of the New Year Festival, the pupil is jn- 
formed that “during the morning service the Shofar is blown.” But this state. 
ment is immediately. followed by the explanation that “the sound of 
the Shofar is hike a signal, the object of which is to awaken us to greater 
watchfulness and activity in the purification sanctification of ou 
heart.” Here is a text on which the teacher may build up the mos 
spiritual and elevating of children’s sermons. Again, the ceremony of Beating 
the Willow. on Hoshana Rabha is thus beautifully idealised. “ These branches, 
when shaken or struck, lose their leaves one after the other : so do the trees from 
which the branches have been cut, and so also all other trees. But the rain and 
heat sent by God in due time gives them new life and they produce new leaves. 
A similar experience is ours. The struggle for life reduces our strength . . . cares 
and troubles discourage us. But faith in God and trust in His Providence renew 
our strength . . . and we feel ourselves restored to fresh life.” But strange to 
say, no attempt is made ata homiuiletical exposition of the significance of the 
Suecah, On the other- hand, the ceremony of kindling Channeah lights is ex- 
plained, very properly, without assuming a miracle. The pupil, again, is warned 
that “‘ we cannot correctly picture to ourrelves the enjoyment or the nature of the 
future life. What we read of it in the TaJmnd, Midrash, and other books must 
be takenin a figurative sense.” Under the head of Dietary Laws “ certain things,’ 
it is stated, “ are prohibited by the Law to be used as food,” because “by ab- 
staining from them we become holy and are trained to self-restraint. ... It is 
also import int to remember, though of secondary linportance, that 
the things forbidden in the Law are injurious to man’s health. It is a fact that 
modern science has proved in numerous cases.” This gives in a few words, the 
true Jewish theory respecting the object of the dietary precepts. On the other 
hand if IS amoot question whethe it is desirable lo burden the young pupil's mem 
ory with terms like Orlah, Kilayim, &¢., which represent practically obsolete 
prohibitions. 

The doctrinal side of Judaism receives no less attention than that given to Its 
ceremonial elements. The Thirteen Creeds are tersely, yet clearly, expounded and 
iHustrated by Scriptural quotations, and several pages are devoted to lessons on 
Moral Duties, 

Dr. Friedlander is to be sincerely congratulated pon the production of this 
little work. It is no mean achievement for so eminent a scholar to h hve WIED 
a book adapted to the requirements of young cluldren. The satisfaction with which 
we hail this valuable addition to the scanty number of Anglo-Jewish school-bo ks 
is enhanced by the low price at which it is published, and which will admut of me 
being placed in the hands of every pupil of our communal schools and religion- 
classes. The work is printed at the expense of the “ Jacob Franklin Trust Fund, 
and the Trustees are to be commended for the insight and public spirit they have 
shown in undertaking its publication.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


— 


The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday 
at the offices of the Board, 15, Devonshire Square. There were present: Mr. 
Benjamin L, Cohen, President, in the Chair; Dr. A. Cohen, Messrs. Lionel L. 
Alexander, David Benjamio, Leonard L. Cohen, Lewis Emanuel, Lawrence A. Isaacs, 
L. Jacob, Jacob Levy, H. G. Lousada, A, Rosenfeld, Harry 8, Samuel, D. F, Schloss, 
Simons. 

The Board confirmed the temporary appointment of Mr. Henry Quaintrell as 
Sanitary Inspector in the place of Mr. George C, Sherborne. A report was also 
brought up from the honorary officers announcing the appointment of an additional 
Assistant Clerk. 

Mr. Davip F, Scuioss, Hon, Secretary of the Sanitary Committee, informed 
the Board that the Sanitary Inspector had reported to him that in the course of his 
duties he had been refused admittance toa house, the tenant stating that she had 
heen advised by the Sanitary Inspector of the district not to admit any other 
Inspector. Mr. Schloss expressed the hope that this occurrence was an isolated one 
and would not be repeated. 

The board voted the usual annnal gratuities to parochial medical officers in 
the East End. This practice was introduced from the time that the Board discon- 
tinued its own medical department. 

In moving that he be authorised to issue the annual winter appeal, Mr. B. L. 
CouEN said he desired to call attention to two schemes which had lately been 
referred to in public, to establish lodgings and food kitchens for the poor. As far as he 
could gather they aid not emanate from the same quarter, but from two gentlemen, 
Mr. 8. Alexander and Mr. Simon Cohen. In what he was about to say he hoped 
that he would not be understood as reflecting on the motives of Mr. Alexander and 
Mr. Cohen, whom he numbered among his most valued friends, for no one baving 
the pleasure of their acquaintance could question the purity of their motives or the 
benevolence of heart, which had prompted their wishes. He had noted with pleasare 
that at the annual meeting of the Soup Kitchen, hia brother (Mr. Alfred L. Cohen), 
had called attention to some remarks made many years ago by his revered father, 
that there was no such thing as Jewish mathematics or Jewish science. He himself 
felt inclined to say that they did not want Jewish lodgings. He would be the last 
toundervalue the importance of the fundamental distinctions which the Jewish 
religion required, but it was necessary to minimise as far as possible the number of 
concitions attached thereto. The case was different with respect to Kosher food, 
but there was already in existence a Jewish Soup Kitchen, which was well managed. 
It was proposed to conduct a Jewish Cheap Meals’ Supply Association or whatever 
other name might be given to the movement, on strictly commercial principles. 
Against this nothing was to be said, but he doubted whether this condition could 
be complied with, and, even if a purely commercial undertaking, care must 
be taken not to attract to the overcrowded and congested district of Whitechapel 
further hordes of foreign Jews. It was necessary to warm the community to 
beware before they created a pretext for those who were already too vigilant to 
give out that the Jews were creating new organisations whereby they helped people 

to maintain a bare existence, thereby reducing the price of wages and bringing the 
foreign Jewish poor into competition with the English people in whose midst they 
lived.—( Hear, hear ). The reason riven for the proposed new institutions was that they 
must withstand and defeat the missionaries, He perfectly agreed that everything 
that could be legitmately done in this direction must not be neglected, but at the 
tame time they must not allow this consideration to be used as a menace as was 
sometimes the case in the office of the Board. It had been and would always be the 
duty of the board to prevent Jewish children from being alienated from their faith ; 
but in the case of young men who went to the missionaries, they either did or did 
not want to be converted. If they did, was it the duty of the Board, «er /ypothesi, 
to prevent those who wished to remove themselves from the Jewish faith? If they 
did not wish to be converted, they had as little right or cause to go to the mission- 
aries. The members of the Board Well knew that no good case was ever refused. 
and although it was necessary in granting relief to have regard for the finances of 
the Board, yet he would far rather allow the Board to get into debt than send away 
a single deserving case unrelieved. Was this fact, that the Board was ever ready 
to help those who merited its assistance, not a sufficient reason for the community to 
efficiently support it, instead of creating new societies which must divert into other 
channels monies that should come into the coffers of the Board! The proper way to 
defeat the operations of the missionaries was to expose them, and if this were 
done he had no doubt they would he condemned by the authorities of the Charch, 
who would repudiate the acts of the conversionists, even though committed in the 
name of Christianity. ((heers.) 

After some observations by Mr. DAVID BENJAMIN and Mr. Lewis EMANUEL who 
remarked that no countenance should be given to applicants for relief who 
threatened, if refused, to seek help from the missionaries, the motion of the Presi- 
dent relative to the issuing of the winter appeal was agreed to. 

Mr. Lionert L. ALEXANDER, the Honorary Secretary, reported that a rumour 
had got abroad that the emigrants sent to America by the Board did not receive 
proper rations, and that in some instances they had been compelled to eat pork. He 
ra glad to state that a careful inquiry had proved the rumour to be altogether 

alse, 

The Board sanctioned the investment of a donation of £100 from Mr. Samuel 
Hyam, his sons and daughters, in memory of the late Mrs. Samucl Hyam. Mr. B. 
L.Cohen also announced that the legacies bequeathed by Mr. Lipman Harris, of 
Brighton, to the Widows’ Philanthropic Society and Aged Destitute Society, had 
been paid over to the Board of Guardians which had absorbed both those charities. 

A letter was read from the Poplar Union thanking the Board for valuable 
services rendered to the Union in respect to a Jewish inmate of the Workhouse 
whereby the Union had been assisted ont of a serious difficulty. 

The resignation of Mr. Philip I. Cohen, as collector to the Board was reported, 
and authority was given to the President, the Honorary Secretary, and Mr. Lawrence 
A. Isaacs, Honorary Canvassing Organiser, to take steps for filling the vacancy. 

The meeting terminated ‘vith a vote of thanks to the Chair.

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TALMUD TORAH CLASSES IN SPITALFLELDS. 


The Rev. Dr. Adler presided on Sunday at a meeting at the Jewish Working 
Men’s Club to further the Talmud Torah Classes for poor Jewish children which 
are held at Steward Street, Spitalfields. Among those present were the Revs. M. 
A. Epstein, M. Hast. J. Kohn Zedek, D. Kohn Zedek, Maccobe, J. Reinowitz, and B. 
Spiers, Dr, S. A. Hirsch, Messrs. H. Goodman, S. Greenberg, 8. Jacobs, M. Levy, 
S. 8S. Oppenheim, M. Levy and I. Weber. All the speakers addreseed the meeting 
in the German langaage. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER said that the reason why he presided was to be found in 
the fact that his lamented father took the warmest interest in the Talmud Torah, 
and it had filled him with gladness to know that among the Jews in the East End 
shere were many who were anxious that their children should be taught the Zorah 
and the rabbinical writings. When children had grown up and had gone out into 
the world their daily occupations took up so much of their time that little of it was 
left for study. Whatever, therefore, was done for the young in the matter of 
Talmud Torah was of the greatest importance. It was necessary to promote this 
study as being one of the principal means for preventing the dangers to which 
Jewish young men would be exposed throngh the machinations of the Socialists. 
(Cheers). It might be asked, were Talmud Torah Classes necessary. Was there not 
the Jews’ Free School, where instruction was given in the Bible, in Hebrew, and 
religion, in fact in everything that Jewish children should be taught! Were there 
not at the Board Schools, Classes under the auspices of the Jewish Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, where the same subjects were taught ! There 
were some people who said that the Jews’ Free School was not fromm enough. 
Nothing could be more unjust than such acharge. . The raison d fre of the Talmud 
Torah Classes was of a different character and was simple enough. The meeting 
was doubtlessaware that the Jews’ Free School was under Government, and could 
therefore only devote a limited time to Hebrew and religious instruction. Hence 
the necessity for the Talmud Torah Classes where no such difficulties existed, 
Haviog frequently visited the classes, he could declare from persone! experience 
that the teachers were energetic and that the children had attained a certain degree 
of knowledge. There was another great advantage in the Talmud Torah Classes. 
There were, as his hearers were aware, numerous ¢/edarim in the East End of 
London. The object with which parents sent their children to the «/cdarim was 
undoubtedly good, but the sanitary and other conditions of many of them were 
tuch as to render them a positive scandal, He was pleased to learn that the Rev. 
Dr. Lerner was exerting himself to bring about a combination of some of the 
chedarim, and thus to remove one of the evils associated with them, There were several 
improvements which the Committee of the Talmud Torah Classes wished to effect. 
In the first place the premises were inadequate. Some three hundred children 
attended the classes, and hundreds were turned away for want of room. He 
believed the Committtee conld not better apply the Levin Bequest of £500 than in 
acquiring new and improved premises. The Committee must be well supported in a 
financial direction in order that they might engage a thoroughly efficient staff of 
teachers, for, and here he referred to another necessary improvement, dd isc/- 
Deutsch should give way to English as the medium of instruction. There were some 
people who considered Jiidisch-Deutsch to be as sacred as Hebrew, and thac pure 
German and Eoglish were profane. The idea was altogether erroneous. Their 
children were in England, and while retainiog Hevrew for purposes of prayer, it 
was necessary that the young ones should learn the English lanzuage in order to be 
enabled to earn a living and become English Jews. He was aware that many 
sacrifices were already made for the classes, that even the very poorest 
gave their pennies, their two pennies and three pennies a week in order that their 
children should enjoy the privileges offered by the classes ; and if the Committee 
would carry out the improvements he had suggested, he had considerable hopes 
that the assistance of the Jews in the West Ead would not be wanting. (Cheers.) 
Dr. Adler concluded by moving the following resolution: That whilst acknow- 
ledging the greatamount of good accomplished by the Talmud Torah Classes for 
Poor Jewish Children, this meeting pledges itself to improve and to extend the 
work of this Society, by making strenuous efforts to obtain better and more suita- 
ble accommodation, by substituting Eaglish for German, as the language for 
instruction, and by such additional methods as the Committee may from time to 
time devise. | 

The Rev. B. Spreks seconded the resolution. As one of the original founders 
of the classes and one of the examiners, it gave him great pleasure to testify that 
the children were taught in a competent manner. He endorsed Dr, Adler's obser- 
vation on the neceseity for giving instruction through the medinm of the English 
language. 

Mr. H. GoonmAN, the President, gave a snort sketch of the classes which were 
founded between seven andeight years ago, and while commending the struggling 
poor for the generous support they gave to the classes, he complained that the more 
well-to-do, unlike their coreligionists in Germany, Poland, and Russia, altogether 
held aloof. Mr. Goodman invited the Jewish clergy to give an hour or two of their 
spare time during the week to the classes, 

Dr. Hirxscu, the Rev. J. REtNow!1z, the Rev. J. Koun-Zepek. and the Rev, 
M. Maccone, also spoke in favour of the resolution, which was agreed to. 

The meeting concluded with a vote of thanks to the Chairman. 

The Balance-sheet which was circulated in anticipation of the general meeting 
of subscribers to be held next Sunday. showed an income of £405 12s., (including 
£135 subscriptions, £104 donations, £24 offerings in Synagogue of school, and £4 
fees from pupils) and an expenditureof about £110. Of this sum £201 wentin salaries 
to teachers, #7 in rent, and £47 in commission to collector, the remainder being 
expended in salaries to other officials and incidental outlays. 


PROVINCIAL ORPHAN AID SOCIETIEs.—A meeting of the members and seat- 
holders of the Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation was held on Sunday evening at the 
Schoolroom, Park Place ,for the purpose of founding an Orphan Aid Society in 
Edinburgh. Mr. H. Abrams presided. Mr. E. J. Hart, of London,who came spe- 
cially from Aberdeen to attend the meeting, explained at length the noble work that 
was being done by the Jews’ Hospital aod Orphan Asylum, Norwood. The expen- 
diture was nearly £1,500 in excess of the income, and the Hospital was desirous of 
doing farther good, but they felt themselves debarred by want of sufficient fands. He 
made a very earnest appeal to the meeting, and felt sure that Edinburgh would 
givea good example to other provincial towns. The Rev. J. Fiirst then addressed 
the meeting and supported Mr. Hart's appeal, It was resolved that a society 
should be formed at Edinburgh, and tne following gentlemen were elected office- 
bearers for the ensuing year, viz.. Mr. H. Abrams, President, Mr. A. Louis Reis, 
Treasurer, and Mr. E. Goldston, Secretary. An ordinary committee as well asa 
ladies’ committee were formed for the purpose of assisting and promoting the wel- 
fare of the society and securing subscriptions. Lefore the close of the meeting, the 
Treasurer announced that he was in the happy position to state that he had enrolled 
about fifty members and about a dozen annual subscribers. The following resolu- 
tion was moved by the Secretary. and seconded by the Treasurer, and was 
unanimously carried, ‘‘That this meeting instructs its Secretary to record in its 
minutes of this, the first meeting of the Edinburgh Orplian Aid Society, their 
grateful thanks to Mr. kL. J. Hart for the trourle he has taken to be with us 
to-night for the purpose of explaining the Jews’ Hospital at Norwood, and pro- 
moting the foundation of a branch in Edinburgh.’ Mr, Hart suitably acknow- 
ledged the vote. The President, Treasurer and Secretary thanked the meeting for 
having elected them to the various offices. The meeting then closed with the usual 
yote of thanks to the chair.

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PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


AN ADDRESS DELIVERED AT WEST HAMPSTEAD TOWN HALL AT THE SARBATH 
AFTERNOON SERVICE, NOVEMBER &, 1590, BY 


OSWALD JOHN SIMON, 


I wish to sav that the Rev. Dr. Adler, our acting Chief Rabbi, has handed 
me a form of prayer for our oppressed brethren in Russia, which he has com- 
posed, and which he will ask every Jewish congregation In the | nited Kingdom 
to offer on the three ensuing Sabbaths. It will be my privilege to invite you with 
his sanction, at the close of this discourse, to join with me in that supplication. 

“ Whereas thou hast been forsaken and hated, so that no man passed through thee, I 
will make thee an eternal excellency, a joy of many generations. —( Isaiah 60, v. 15.) 

No apology is expected from an Israelite who is asked to address his core- 
ligionists at this time for selecting the subject of the renewed persecutions of the 
Jews in Russia. Nor indeed my brethren, if it were, would it be difficult. to 
justify the choice. In the sanctuary above all places it appears fitting and 
appropriate that we should connect our worship of Almighty God with the 
effort to solve in some degree that dark and most difficult problem from which 
no manor woman of Israel can close the eye. 

We are in the presence of one of the gravest crises which Israel has had to 
face since we ceased to be a separate commonwealth. That statement is made 
after due deliberation and careful study of the facts of the case. It may le 
difficult for some of you to realise in a moment that the statement is literally 
true. The position is this. The lowest estimate of the population of our race 
throughout the globe is seven millions, the largest estimate of the popu- 
lation of English Jews is one hundred thousand, so that we, the Jewisir com. 
munity of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland are not 
seventieth part of the whole race of Israel. That is we are a fraction. 
Insignificant, however numerically, it would seem that Divine Providence had so 
ordered that this fraction 1s to be the one pledge of hope and consolation to the 
mass of the people who are sorrow-stricken and heavy laden. One more reference 
to figures. The Jewish population of the Russian Empire is not only larger 
than that of any other country, but it comprises the vast majority of the entire 
Hebrew race. My brethren, we, the fraction in these islands are in a happier and 
more prosperous condition than the Jews have ever been an any country at any 
time since the dispersion, 1f we except those in Spain and Portugal before the Inqui- 
sition. -In England we are more free than they are in Germany or in Austria, we 
are more consolidated and observant than they arein France or Americaot Italy ; our 
position of acquired religious equ lity, and of established relations of friendship 
with all the other religious denominations who surround us is more forcible in 
England than in any other country in the world. Moreover, the English 
people are the. most Christian, and more honestly zealous for the cause of 
religion and for the cause ‘of freedom thanany other people in Europe, with- 
out exception. Now, my friends, follow the argument a little further and we 
shall come to something like an estimate of the moral claim which our brethren 
of Russia have upon us at this moment and of what it is we can do for 
then. Just imagine the position reversed. Wein the condition of the Russian 
Jews, and they in ours. Suppose we in England were not permitted to reside in 
the metropolis without becoming what is called a privileged Israelite, that is by 
a certain university diploma, or by the certificate of some merchant guild or by 
special favour of the Home Secretary, or the head of the police whose favour had 
to be purchased by a heavy bribe, Suppose again that, in the few counties 
and towns where we tight reside without diploma and without bribe, we 
were contined within particular streets called the ghetto, and then let us imavine 
that every effort we made to educate our young were checked by Government 
orders, excluding them from the schools because they are more than three per 
cent. of the population of the town. Just think what we should feel if at the 
threshold of manhood and womanhood we were suddenly stopped from. completing 
our education and prevented from entering a profession. Thisis the legal status of 
our inillions of fellow Jews and Jewesses in Russia to day. That is not-all 
Those who are forced to leave the homes of their youth, and who are responsi- 
ble for the watchfulness as well as the maintenance of aged parents or an 
invalid sister, they must leave them behind. An eminent Israelite, at this 
moment, known to literary faine by the Russian nation, and who is conse 
quently a privileged Israelite in St. Petersburg, is able to have his father and 
mother in his house only by registering them as his man-servant and his maid- 
servant. This is in the year 1890 of what is called * Christian” civilization. 
Well, brethren, in Russia Christianity and civilization have not yet become so 
much as constraining motives in the official acts of its Church or State. Not 
so here, these motives do operate on the minds of men holding high office in Chureh 
and State ; and they operate very considerably upon. the people of this country, 
The power of the English people in Great Britain since they have become 
truly a democracy is, in my opinion, the strongest moral force either in Europe 
or in the United States. You and I are part and parcel of that democracy. 
There is not a man or Woman in this place who cannot help forward the 
moral resistance which the people of England are capable of exercising against 
the iniquity of persecution. 

Some people say, carelessly ] think, that they do not believe in the ethcacy of 
public opinion—* what good will it do?” My answer is “ you have not thought.” 
“you do not know.” There is an axiom about human affairs which is attested by 
the accumulated experience of the history of mankind. It is this. The ultimate 
and supreme tribunal in all public and social matters is public opinion. You and 
| believe that there is another Power which works above and around and through 
this one, If I did not believe this I would not be speaking at this service, ‘If 
you did not believe it yon would not be worshipping here to-day. And this 
brings us to the fountain of all we may do, of all we can hope, of all wie hal 3 
achieve. God is either intinite, and perfect in moral attributes. or he is not. The 
genius of our Judaism is that we are gifted with an inner consciousness that Ile 
is, ‘To make that truth known to mankind has been and continues to be the aim 
and the purpose of our Jewish distinctiveness. Take it away and for my own part 
there would no longer be anything to fight for. Every born Israelite in Russia 
whose faith and courage fail, can in an instant give up the struggle by an official 
transaction called 3 baptism into the orthodox Russian Church.” That proceed. 
Ing, for which every temptation is offered, removes his disabiliti: 3, absolves his 
marriage, and makes him a free Russian citizen, whatever that is. I have seen 
men who have done this. It is not for such that our efforts are needed. but for 
the millions who do it not, und are suffering to the last point of despair for the 
sake of the pure and perfect faith which we cherish. The consideration of 
humanity is too obvious to require demonstration before an assemblage like this. 
But it appears to me that it is our special and singular duty to realize that the 
vast majority of our people and coreligionists are at this moment martvrs for the 
faith. Many of the incidents of the present fully organised State y 
too harrowing to be related here. But they are found in publist 
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and in documents which are in the possession of those of us w 
to publish them. This fact alone discloses an amount of te 
which is one of the worst features of the present situation, 
afraid, their very manhood shakes within them. And they 
political system which, for treachery, corruption, and falsehood, sink tat 
lowest depth of moral infamy. Only this week I have had occasion to hen the 
more than one instance the partial effect ~ the best minds of what ix kn; = Wa 
“ official denials” from St. Petersburg, and how the infamous purpose might by 
been effected, of diverting the thoughts of free Christian Englishmen al the 
stain which Russia is pouring upon the Christian name. So fearfy! 
Russian Government and people of the good opinion of Christendom jn the W a 
that they would invent any falsehood in order to prevent English and Ameri os 
Christians from learning the way in which they blaspheme the name of thes, 
founder by persecuting his kindred. This proves conclusively that 
arouse the conscience of Europe and of Russia as the foremost : 
English public life has prudently advised, is the one remedy which yo 
must seek, and to which we must consecrate our efforts. Every one of US Can 
contribute to that end. Each can do his part. Secrecy is the deadliest Weapon 
which the Russian Government and officials are wielding. Our counter-shield ‘. 
publicity. ‘The more they conceal what they are doing, the more will we fix tip 
gaze of the public eye on their crevices. Brethren, the position is dark. jy 
we are not without some light. ‘“ And those who are righteous and who sit jp 
darkness, npon them shall come a great light.” This is a Scripture epigram, by: 
is it not a human experience ? Perhaps hidden away in the deepest recesses of 
an individual soul, so hidden that there can be little demonstration about jt < by: 
it is true. 

Well. a sermon at a Jewish public worship on the Russian persecution 
ought to direct the Jewish mind to the hidden sanctuary of faith, hope, courage 
and prayer. Labour as we may in such critical times, some help beyond our. 
selves is required. God's light and His truth must be sought. And may we 
not convert a great communal sorrow into a moral and _ spiritual victory’ 
Think, my friends, how much there is in the power of human sympathy! And 
do you not suppose that the men and women of the ghettos in Russia rea’ 
our messages of brotherly love and care for them? When they take up even 
their Hebrew journals cannot you picture what they must feel to read that par 
of their own flesh and blood has, in distant England, become emancipated, 
and that that fraction is something more than a fraction in the intellectual, the 
moral and the social compound which make up the great English nation. Ther 
was one epoch in the 17th century when in their direst troubles there was n» 
country to which they could point to show that a Jew could be free. Thei 
own troubles then were not worse than now, if so bad, but there was not « 
Jewish community in Europe absolutely free. Our own ancestors were stil 
refugees in Holland or wanderers in Northern Europe, a few of them Venetian 
merchants, a great many students of medicine and sacred law, but all under 
disabilities and pariahs in their native land or whithersoever they might journey. 
What hope was there then? And yet God's hand was not shortened that li 
could not save. The history of our own community in London and the achiew 
merts of this single century are enough to assure even the down-trodden Russia 
Jew that there may be a bright future for him. How many bright Engli: 
Jewish homes are there not whose family roll is ennobled by a record of 
suffering and martyrdom in Russian-Poland Which of us can say that it b 
anything but accident which makes one Israelite a free-born Englishman and 
another il despised Polish pedlar ? W hat a theme for moral reflection ! W hat 
blow is this thought to the vulgar vanities and worldly pretensions ! And whi 
an inspiration to the spirit of faith, of trust, of love! Those of us who are 
fortunate by no merit of onr own, for God knows whether the most afflaen 
English Jew is as worthy im His sight as the trudging pauper with 
the Russian pale of settlement—are summoned at this time to comfort, to strengt 
the oppressed, We, who are S80 used to freedom that it is difficult co 
imagine ourselves without it, have large powers and large obligations. How 
can we sit listlessly in our homes, or at our usual occupations, if we realize 
that the vast majority of Jews in the world, the subjects of the Czar, are ¢ nil 
and hungry, depressed and afflicted and despised, for no fault of their own, 
but for the accident that they were born there and not here! I have b 
tuld by a Russian Jew, a man cultivated and as worthy as the best of us, 
that he remembers—not many years ayo—the comfort that was brought to 
the ghetto in which he lived, by a newspaper message, that the voice of af 
Israelite could be heard in the British Parliament. He told me how wt 
mention of any reference in the Russian papers to the fact that a Jew could 
plead at this distance for their Russian brethren, seemed to infuse fresh hop 
and renewed courage, very one knows from his own experience what it meats 
to comfort those who mourn, or to be comforted, to tend the sick. to defend the 
fatherless and the widow. m 
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This is the sort of oftice we English, French int 
American Jews are called to fulfil for our brothers and sisters in Russia now. 
God forbid that we should lend a deaf ear to that call. To do so would be te 
abjure the Hebrew name and to repudiate our faith. And we may: “° 
more than this—we may help to awaken a strong and resolute determine 
tion in the English Christian heart, that God's chosen people shall be ne 
more oppressed in countries that claim to be Christian and are gg 
into the _ewroaecli concert. This may seem to some of you a mighty project, ‘ 
jt is worth striving for, and it is not an impossibility. The hour of ange ® 
not the time to think of obstacles. The presence of calamity is the signa os 
courage, for resolution, for manliness.

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AND COLONIAL NEWS 


BOSNIA. 

Serajewo, the capital of the former Turkish province of Bosnia, which is now 
ynder Austrian domination, is to be endowed with a philanthropic institution 
that will owe its existence to a Jew. This institution is to be an Asvlum for the 
llestitute, irrespective of creed, and its founder is Baron Marco von Morpurgo, of 
Trieste, President of the Austrian Lloyd, who on a recent visit to Serajewo, was 
struck by the necessity for such an asylum. 


GERMANY. 

The entire body of Professors of the University of Halle have given a smart 
reuke to the German Students’ Society, which is a pronounced anti-Semitic 
Corporation. To celebrate the ninetieth birthday of Count Moltke, the Society 
yave a fete, to which many distinguished guests were invited. But no invita- 
tion was sent to the Rector of the University, Professor Bernstein, on account of 
his being 4 Jew. The Professors resented this insult to their chief by absenting 
themselves from the féte. 

The pleasing practice prevails in Germany of officially recognising rare 
domestic occurrences. Among such events is the celebration of the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of a marriage. This happiness has fallen to the lot of Herr Michel 
Lewy and his wife, who reside at Konitz, and on the auspicious day they publicly 
received in the Synagogue, during the special service held in their honour, the 
jubilee medal presented to them by the Emperor, together with a letter of con- 
yratulation on the part of his Imperial Majesty. 


HOLLAND. 

An interpellation in the Dutch Parliament on anti-Semitism is a novelty. 
Such an interpellation was addressed to the Government at a recent sitting of the 
Upper House by Heer A. C, Wertheim, of Amsterdam, the distinguished Jewish 
banker and philanthropist, relative to anti-Jewish disturbances which took place 
during the summer at Paramaribo (Dutch West Indies), and were reported at the 
ume inthe Jewish Chronicle. ‘Heer Wertheim, while acquitting the Governor 
of the charge of being an anti-Nemite, expressed the opinion that the open 
support he gave to the | ol/sbode, which is admitted to be of anti-Jewish tentleet- 
cies, Was Inconsistent with his official position. Baron Mackay, Minister for the 
Colonies, defended the Governor, who had personally intervened in the distur- 
bances referred to by Heer Wertheim, and reminded him that the Chief Rabbi of 
Amsterdam had written to the West Indies denying the truth of the accusation in 
some home journals that the Governor, prior to his appointment, had given proofs 
of being tainted with anti-Semitism. 


ROUMANIA. 

There has been a partial strike among the students of the University at 
Bucharest. They have refused to attend any longer the lectures of the Professor 
of Roumanian History, because he is a Jew. Itis believed that the students have 
the support of the authorities, and that, in consequence, the Professor will have 
to resign his chair. 

The Vienna Correspondent of the Times telegraphed on Tuesday :—M. Jean 
ratiano, the leader of the National Liberal party, who was for 12 years Prime 
Minister of Roumania, has cast his lot with the anti-Semitic faction by delivering 
4 most violent speech against the Jews, whom he declares to be the scourge of the 
country. This speech has given great offence to the King, and it practically com- 
mits M. Bratiano to a revolutionary attitude, for unless he should at some future 
time recant the sentiments which he has just expressed it will be impossible that 
he should ever again become the Minister of a Sovereign who is bound by his con- 
stitutional oath to maintain religious freedom and equality. Personally, as well 
a8 politically, there must now be an estrangement between the King and M. 
iratiano, for King Charles has always abhorred persecutions of the Jews, and lie 
has every reason to feel surprised and shocked that the leader of the National Lib- 
eral party should, of all men, have turned round upon the principles advocated by 
him during the whole of his public career, That the veteran Liberal leader 
should now, in his 70th year, have set himself to preach religious persecution, and 
this in a country where anti-Jewish fanaticism has several times within the last 
quarter of & century led to cruel massacres and infamous acts of rapine, is an 
example of political apostasy happily rare even among a people whose standard of 
pulitical morality is not of the highest. 

(M. Bratiano’s defection from Liberal principles is of older date than the able 
correspondents imagines. [lis tenure of office as Prime Minister was one unbroken 
era of perecution of the Jews, whom he calumniated in the Chambers in speeches 
of themost injurious character. His words and actions gained for him among Jews 
the unenviable designation of * the modern Haman.”"—Ep., J. C.) 


UNITED STATES. 

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer has been compelled on account of his health to retire 
from the management of the New York World, a great property which he built 
up With untiring energy and devotion, Mr, Pulitzer’s career has been a romantic 
one. Thirty years ago, when but fourteen years old, he landed in America with- 
out a friend or a dollar, or the ability to speak the language of the people among 
whom he found himself. In that time, says a New York paper, he has made for 
himself a reputation as a writer and speaker of English, he has been elected to 
Congress, and he is the proprietor of a newspaper from whose sales he has erected 
« building on the site of the hotel which refused him hospitality in the days of 
lis poverty. This property, valued at more than two million dollars, has been 
paid for from the protits of the World newspaper as the building has progressed, 
Mr. Pulitzer is a Jew, and a native of Hungary.

THE PROVINCES. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


The Committee of the Birmingham Hebrew Philanthropic Society have issued 
the sixty-second annual report. The Committee regret that the income arising 
from subscriptions has materially diminished, but there has been an increase in the 
ordinary donations, and a still larger increase in the donations received in connec- 
tion with the annual ball. The results of the collecting boxes were stationary. 
The component items of the expenditure showed little variation. The number of 
pensioners was twenty, in whose favour £5388 was disbursed. This sum includes a 
subsidy of £16 5a. to the Jewish Home in London for the maintenance of two 
former pensioners of the Society. The total income was £551, and the expenciture 
£450, 


. 
HULL. 

Mr. Alderman Jobn Symons was installed on Monday Sheriff of Hull for the 
ensuing year. The Mayor, in addressing him, said that his election was unanimous, 
that he was the father of the Council, that he had served with credit on several 
committees, had been Chairman of the Board of Guardians, and as Alderman had 
taken a very active part in many pablic undertakings, and had distinguished himself 
asa local antiquarian and historian. Mr. Symons having been invested by the 
Mayor with the chain of office, delivered an able address. He spoke of his many 
former colleagues who had passed away to their long home. He had seen them 
drop as leaves from a tree; he was also in “the sere and yellow leaf,” and 
feared he would not be equal to the task, but trusted to meet with sympathy. 
His religious views and practices were well known, but they would not interfere 
with his duty. Hull had given proof of her firm principles of civil and religious 
liberty by his unanimous election. He would endeavour to be worthy of thecon- 
fidence reposed in him. 


LIVERPOOL. 


Mr. Reuben Grant (head of the Globe Furnishing Company) has been elected, 
by a majority of 270 votes over his Conservative opponent, member of the City 
Council for the St. Anne Street Ward. Mr. Grant's success is the greater, since the 
defeated candidate has been honourably connected with the district for over forty 
years, and was one of the strongest that could have been pitted against him. Mr. 
Graot bad the support of Roman Catholic and Protestant clergymen, the local 
political associations, and an energetic tand of coreligionists, including the editor 
of the Lirerpool Review. After the declaration of the poll, Mr. Grant received a 
flattering ovation. 

At the election of honorary oflicers of the Liverpool New Hebrew © ongregation, 
Mr, J. Harris was elected an honorary member of the Committee. 

MANCHESTER. 

‘A well attended meeting of the members of the Manchester New Synagogue 
and Beth Hamedrash was held on Saturday evening last, Mr. W. Aronsberg, Life 
President, in the chair. The Secretary (Mr. J. Jacubs) read the second annual 
balance sheet, which showed an income of over £1,140 anda balance of £87. The 
balance sheet was adopted by acclamation. Onthe motion of Mr. Samuel Tamim, 
seconded by Mr. MarksSteinart, the following were elected honorary officers for the 
ensuing year. Vice-President, Mr. Aaron Price; Warden, Mr. Moss Goodman ; 
Treasurer, Mr. Heyman Fiukelstein (re-elected). Committee, Messrs. L. Pavion, M.

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE, 


The Athenaeum mentions that, in a recent visit to Vienna Mr, E. N. Adler has 
acquired a beautiful little MS. on vellum of the Pentateuch, Haftaroth, and five 
“ Megiloth.’ The MS. is punctuated and accentuated, and the initial letters are 
illuminated. It was written at Ferrara in 146 by the famous Abraham Farisol, of 
Avignon. Farisol was a friend of Lorenzo di Medici, and renowned as a Bible com- 
mentator and combative theologian ; but his chief distinction lies in the fact that 
as a geographer he was the first to describe the African and Asiatic discoveries of his 
sontemporaries Vasco de Gama and Columbus. His *‘ Orchot Olam’ (‘Itinera Mundi’) 
was published in Hebrew and Latin at Oxford in 1691 by Dr. Thomas Hyde, and is 
one of the earliest works of a mediwvel Jewish scholar printed in Endland. Mr. 
Adler's MS. was for generations an heirloom in the Chigri family, who some time 
back migrated from Northern Italy to Brody, in Galicia. Anything relating to 
Farisol is of the more importance that it might confirm or dispel the suspici on 
that the great Columbus himself was of Jewish origin. 


It is announced that the following names will be inserted under the letter L in 
the “Dictionary of National Biography” : John Jacob Lowenthal, Chess-player 
1810-76 ; Louis A. Lucas, African explorer, 1851-76 ; Benjamin Lumley, director of 
Her Majesty's Theatre, 1811-75 ; Hart Lyon, Chief Rabbi 1721-1800 ; Emma Lyon 
1788-1870 Emma Henry -; Israel Lyon, Hebraist, 1770. 


It is probable that American Jews will be in possession of the first volume of 
the popular edition (in English) of Graetz’s “ History of the Jews ” before the Lon- 
don edition, which has been many years in preparation, is ready. This volume, 
which is to form the third issue of the American Jewish Publication Society, is now 
in the press, and, if possible, will be in the hands of members in January. The 
hitherto uncollected prose works of the Emma Lazarus may perhaps be published by 
the Society at an early day, and the publication of a cheap edition of the prayer 
book is also talked of. 


The Rev. Henry Dliowitzi, of Philadelphia, is engaged on a new work for 
early publication. entitled “The Martyr of the World,” and written in romantic 
style. The scene is laid in Russia in the reign of Nicholas I and the characters 
are Jews and non-Jewa. 

The Alyer‘an Advertiser, & newspaper written in English and French for the 


benefit of visitors to Algiers in the winter, has resumed publication for the seaeon, 
Its Editor and sole proprietor is Mr. Joseph C. Hyam, an English coreligionist.
